According to Brafolreetx the general 


business situation throughout 
the 


United States is less favorable, aa is 
Bbown by reports from more than fifty 
important distributing centers. Only 
two cities of thirty-five reporting in 
Central, Western and Northwestern 
States, report material improvements. 
Those cities are Indianapolis and Kan- 
sas City. 


A specially depressing influence on 


basineas is the strike of 165,000 coal 
miners and coke operators in twelve 
States. Those men were producers, 
adding to the wealth of the country 
until the strike. Now the scarcity of 
coal is affecting other industries and 
factories will have to shnt down unless 
work is resumed in the mines. An 
effort ia being made to ad just the differ- 
ence between the coal and coke oper- 
ators and the miners and workers. A 
meeting of the coal operators of four 
or five States has been held at Chicago 
at which it was d fcided to ask for a 
conference with '„ ..> strikers, at any 
place they might designate, for the pur- 
pose of ending the str'k?, and it is be- 
lieved a settlement 
will soon be 


reached. 


The strike on the Great Northern 


railroad 
is also affecting business. 


Saveral hundred miles of one of the 
principal western railroads are practi- 
cally blockaded, retarding the business 
of the Northwest. It is believed that 
if the strikes were ended there would 
b«i a slight improvement in business 
throughout the country, but no boom 
is looked for until something trans- 
pires to restore confidence. Capital 
aud labor are both idle. There is over 
$80,000,000 in New York city alone that 
cannot, it is claimed, be loaned on good 
security, and there are over one million 
able bodied men in the country seeking 
employment. Ordinarily the money 
now lying idle would be invested in 
enterprises that would furnish men 
employment, but at present capital 
will take no changes and the conse- 
quence is a large army in enforced 
idJoness.

WASHINGTON, May 1.— The Common- 


weal army was astir early to-day upon 
Britfbtwood Heights, busy with prepa- 
rations for the procession to the Cap! • 
toL There was an early breakfast of 
eggs, bread and coffee. 
Teiita were 


packed into wagons and the army was 
in line before 9 o'clock. All the men 
carried staves, on which fluttered white 
flags with the motto: "Peace on Earth, 
Good Will to Men, but Death to In- 
terest on Bonds." 


Before the start Carl Browne formed 


the men into a hollow square, and put 
them through & most remarkable drill. 
Staves were handled like guns, and 
when Browne shouted "Glory and 
peace" they cheered three times and 
waved their sticks in the air. 


The Philadelphia Commune, sixty 


men strong, stood to one side waiting 
to fall iu. Oaklahoma Sam galloped 
up and down the line on a stallion. The 
bass drum boomed dismally and bag- 
pipes emitted shrill screams. After a 
march twice around the grounds the 
men were drawn np in line and more 
cheers and drilling followed. Browne 
harrangued the men in the customary 
street fakir strain, telling them they 
had received permission to inarch to 
the Capitol grounds, where they must 
disband and enter as individual citi- 
zens. "Whether or not we will be per- 
mitted to speak, I cannot say," he 
added, "but you must be careful to 
preserve the peace. 
Then we will 


march to a new camp near by. This 
demonstration will be more powerful 
than force, than guns or bombs." The 
ragged army cheered wildly. 


Browne went on: "The people said 


we could not march up Pennsylvania 
a% enue when we reached here. Yet the 
police department informed Brother 
Coxey yesterday that we could march. 
Mr. Crisp refused yesterday to allow 
us to speak on the Capitol steps. We 
did not see the Vice President, We 


RELIGION AND POLITICS. 


Governor Northen of Georgia ap- 


pointed Patrick Walsh United States 
Senator to fill the vacancy created by 
the death of Senator Oolquilt. Walsh 
Is a Catholic and the A. P. A. assailed 
the Governor for appointing him be- 
cause of his religious belief. Dr. J. B. 
Hawthorne, the celebrated Baptist 
Minister, made the attack of the A. P. 
A. on Governor Nortben the subject 
of his discourse last Sunday evening. 
He declared that any organization 
which essayed to establish a religious 
test for office is an enemy of the State. 
"They are," aaid he, "acting the part of 
Ju KS and the result of their war on 
t\ Ji^ioaj liberty will result in driving 
people into the Catholic Church." 


Dr. Hawthorne said that all good 


people, whatever their religious belief, 
wero equally devoted to the country, 
and they should unite against an or- 
ganization which ia un-American and 
vi"ionary. 


The ministers of all denominations 


in Atlanta indorse the sentiments of 
D<-. Hawthorne, aud they are sustained 
by the press of the city. All agree that 
there should be no religious test for 
oiilco, as men should be elected because 
of their fitness for the place, their 
standing as citizens and the principles 
which they advocate; not for the reason 
that they attend a particular church.

The Court was not cer- 
11 a that it had jurisdiction of the 
arbitrament of these questons or power 
to enforce its decision, should it decide 
them, and consequently refused to 
issue the writ asked for by the petition- 
ers.

THE MABOH. 


At 10:15 the industrial army was 


ready and out of Brightwood Driving 
Park it started for the city. As the 
caravan worked its way down the three- 
mile stretch of woods to this city it was 
a most fantastic array. 


Nine mounted police rode ahead. 


Then came Carl Browne in a buckskin 
suit mounted on a big gray percheron 
stallion, and waved a small flag. Next 
was a creamy white prancing circus 
steed, bearing Miss Mamie Coxey in 
the role of Goddess of Peace. She is t> 
slender, handsome girl of 17, with long 
golden hair. She wore a pure white 
riding habit. Her head was covered by 
a little rimless blue cap, and she shaded 
her face with a tiny parasol. Altogether 
she was a picture of such unusual 
beauty that a spontaneous 
cheer 


greeted her unexpected appearance all 
along the line. 


Oklahoma Sam followed on another 


stallion. Next came marshals, bugler, 
flag bearer and a band of six pieces 
playing "Marching Through Georgia." 
A banner with a portrait of Carl 
Browne and the legend, "Death to In- 
terest on Bonds," was borne after a 
light buggy decorated with flags drawn 
by two black horses, in which sat Gen- 
eral Coxey himself beside Mrs. Coxey, 
a handsome young woman in a colored 
tailor-made gown, shading with a para- 
sol the white-robed infant, "Legal Ten- 
der" Coxey, aged two years. 


From Mount Pleasant to the Capitol 


grounds the men marched between 
rows of people three deep. About a 
hundred Commonwealers were in line. 
Scattered among the army were about 
a score of representatives of labor or- 
ganizations, and as many detectives 
from large cities. 
Iu the city the 


crowd interfered with the passing of 
the army and the police were kept 
busy. 
Coxey doffed his hat several 


times in response to cheers. 


A POPULIST TELEGRAM. 


At Thomas Circle Marshal Browne 


ordered a halt for a rest, while the men 
gave three cheers for "Peace." The 
police dashed up and upon their com- 
mand the army promptly moved on. 
The Commonwealers turned into Penn- 
sylvania avenue at 12:15, and this tele- 
gram from Harrisburg was handed to 
Coxey: 


"The Populist convention now in 


session here, sends greeting and ex- 
press hope that you receive a fair hear- 
ing for the principles you have so 
nobly advocated." 


It looked aa if a circus was in town. 


There was little of interest in the walk 
up Pennsylvania avenue to the Capitol 
grounds. 


The procession moved up B street to 


the top of the hill where the broad ex- 
panse of avenue swept toward the east 
front of the Capitol. Mounted police- 
men stretched from curb to cnrb made 
ingress toward the Capitol impossible. 
The squad of police iu front of the 
army went straight ahead. 
It was a 


ruse to carry the procession past the 
Capitol. 
Half a block up B street 


Browne halted the column and dis- 
mounted. He turned over his horse to 
an attendant, then he went to Coxey'e 
carriage and spoke to the General. 


Coxey kissed his wife, sprang from 


his carriage and made hia way to the 
entrance of the CapitoL Browne fol- 
lowed bearing a banner. The rank and 
file of the army stood in the street.

Coxey and Browne dodged through 


the bashes to the open area in the east 
front. 
There was a crash when the

moment. The policemen stemmed the 
rushing after a minute, one officer us- 
ing his baton freely. Coxey slipped 
unobserved 
through the struggling 


mass and bounded up the east front of 
the entrance to the Capitol. He was 
up to the tenth step before he was rec- 
ognized. Then the officers closed in 
about him. The great crowd recog- 
nized him and a great shout went up 
from every corner. 


Coxey turned to the crowd and raised 


hia hat. He was pale. Captain Garden 
of the Capitol Police, stepped to his 
right side and Lieutenant Kelly of the 
city police, held 
his other arm. 


The officers formed solidly about him. 
The crowd below was held back by 
menacing clubs. 


"What do you want to do here?" 


asked Captain Garden. 


" I wish to make an address," replied 


Coxey. His voice showed intense emo- 
tion. 


" But you cannot do that." 
"Then can I read n. protest r" asked 


Coxey. He drew from his pocket a 
type-written manuscript and began to

Captain Garden took Ooxey by the 


left arm and Lieutenant Kelly by the 
right and they moved down the steps, a 
solid rank of officers following.

the first step the great crowd greeted 
the officers with a about. 


Again the mounted police charged, 


and it looked as if there would be 
trouble, but the little knot of officers 
pressed forward with Coxey in their 
center, flanked by mounted officers. 


As Coxey made his exit from the 


Capitol entrance he tossed the type- 
written protest to a group of newspa- 
per men, saying; "That is for the 
press." 


There was no formal arrest. 
Coxey turned toward the

GAEL BBOWNE ARRESTED. 


Carl Browne was a shining mark on 


account of his conspicuous costum 
and the most aggressive portion of th 
crowd followed him. As Browne brok 
through the foliage half a dozen 
mounted policemen charged after him 
When he reached the foot of the Capi 
tol steps there was an exciting dia 
logue between him and the police 
The police threw themselves upon 
Browne, grabbed the flag of peace 
smashed the staff, seized Browne bj 
the shoulders and thrust him through 
the crowd several hundred feet to the 
sidewalk. 
Clubs 
descended 
upon 


men's shoulders, but whether Browne 
was hit could not be said . The officers 
rushed him through the crowd, he try 
ing to shelter his head, shouting: 
am an American citizen; I stand on my 
Constitutional rights." The dramatic 
marshal was dragged to the police 
station. 


When the police had escorted Coxey 


to his carriage he clambered into the 
vehicle and a loud cheer went up from 
the crowd. Then the policemen lost 
their heads and falling upon a group ol 
luckless colored women, clubbed them. 


The army had not broken ranks ia 


all the tumult. 
The bumble base 


drummer started the solemn " boom 
upon his instrument and the Coznmon- 
wealers fell inio step, aud with Coxey 
bowing to the right and left, amid wild 
cheering, the procession turned down 
Second street to South, and started to 
its new camp in the malariona region 
in the extreme southern part of the 
city. 


Christopher Columbus Jones, leader 


of the Philadelphia contingent, was 
also arrested. He and Browne will be 
arraigned in the Police Court to-mor- 
row on a charge of violation of a 
special act of Congress against assem- 
blages in the CapitoJ grounds. The 
penalty is a fine not to exceed $100 or 
imprisonment not to exceed sixty days, 
or both.

Condition of the Ftinilii and Other Mat- 


ters of Intercut. 


(Virginia ClironioJe.) 


An examination of the finances of 


the State University at the meeting of 
the Board of Regents on Thursday 
showed a cash balance in the Experi- 
mental Station Fund of $813 50. A 
quarterly remittance of $3,750 to add 
to this fund was received from the 
Government in the last part of April 
Tho total amount of the fund, which is 
to run till July, was $4,563 50. The 
balance in the State University Fund, 
was $o,573 70; in the State Mining 
Laboratory Fund, $2,364 83; and in the 
State Agricultural College Fund, $300. 
On the first of July the last named 
fund will receive $21,000 from the Gov- 
ernment to run till the next July. As 
there is only~$300 in the fund now and 
the monthly expense to be met by it is 
$1,900, there will be $3,500 to pay as 
soon as that appropriation is received. 
The Regents expect to economize suf- 
ficiently to come out all right at the 
end of the fiscal year, however. 


There are 102 students enrolled at 


the University and 165 in attendance 
at present. 


Regent Fish, committee upon secur- 


ing a successor to J. M. Neall, reported 
that an application had been sent to 
the War Department to have Lieuten- 
ant Neall continued at the University, 
or if that cannot be done, to detail 
Lieutenant W. B. Hamilton of the 
Fourth Artillery. Lieutenant Hamil- 
ton is an author and an able man gen- 
erally, and, providing Neall is with- 
drawn, would make an excellent suc- 
cessor to him. 


Fish, committee on smelter, reported 


that a smelter bad been erected for 
tho School of Mines and was in success- 
ful and satisfactory operation. 


Mack and Haynes, committee on La- 


boratory, reported a reduction in the 
expense of running it. They also re- 
ported, as a committee in the matter, 
that they had interviewed a number of 
prominent meu of the State and had 
received encouragement in the project 
of building a dormatory. The people 
of the State are too poor to subscribe 
the money for the building, however,

ban the middle of the month, as funds 
are getting short and the expenses are 
about $700 per month.

Sun Wtirghlpers. 


There is a small tribe of Indians in 


Southern Arizona who are idolaters, 
Pbey are in reality sun worshipers, but 
make small images out of clay with 
'aces supposed to represent the sun, 
although bearing little if any resem- 
blance to it. They do not associate 
with other tribes and are very rarely 
seen by white men. The idols have 
large, round bodies and heads, with 
eyea and mouths and ears, beams rndiat- 
ing from the eyes over the face. The 
Indians ha'fe these in their rude houses 
or wigwama and at certain seasons 
they hold their sun dance, which is 
with them a religious ceremony. They 
have no 
other 
form 
of worship, 


although a few of them were at one 
time induced to abandon their idols 
by the works of the Jesuits. 


THE Democratic Senators have agreed 


upon a tariff schedule for sugar. A 
duty of 40 per cent, ad valorem, will be 
imposed on all sugars and one-eight of 
a cent per pound additional on refined 
sugars. In addition to thisadutyoi 
one-tenth of a cent a pound will be put 
on sugar from countries paying a 
bounty to sugar producers. The sugar 
schedule is to take effect January 1, 
1895, 
which will insure producers a 


bounty of two cents per pound for this 
season's crop,

Be Charm* Them With a B«A)O and Core* 


n«te» With a Weed—Battlemake* Are 
Eu»y to Taine—The King Snake Is a 
Indeed—The Blggemt Rattler. 
After a man has spent 28 years of his 


life catching snakes he knows what he 
is talking about Si Foman is 43 years 
old He went into the business of catch- 
ing snakes when ho was 15. He shows 
evidence of what the insurance men 
would call ' 'an extra hazardous voca- 
tion" in the shape of 75 or more scars, 
the result of wounds inflicted by the 
fangs of reptiles. These scars are all 
over his body—on his legs, one on his 
jaw, 
under the eye, where a rattler clip- 


ped him and hung one day, while the 
back of his hands look like crows' nests 
of scars. Ho is a colored man and has 
the appearr^ice of having Indian blood 
in his veil is. 


"All sn-'kca," said Si, "like music, 


and this banjo is the thing I use to catch 
them with. Suppose I'm in the woods 
and see a rattlesnake crawl down a go- 
pher hole. I go to the mouth of the hole 
and play, and pretty soon here .comes 
tho old fellow crawling forth. As soon 
as he gets outside I pick him up and 
put him in the bag. If he's in the open, 
coiled tinder a palmetto leaf, I'm more 
cautions. About 80 feet off I sit down 
and play, and the snake quickly uncoils 
himself and rolls around over the ground 
as if he enjoyed it. He rattles all the 
time, but not as loud as he does when 
ho means business and is giving you 
warning to give him more room, I grad- 
ually approach, playing softer and soft- 
er, and finally I pick him up about the 
middle and slip him in the bag and go 
looking for another. 


' 'A rattlesnake is the most poisonous 


of all the snakes in Florida. His bite 
is sure death unless ypu have an anti- 
dote very handy. I've got an antidote, 
though, and a bite never troubles me 
now in the least. It is so efficacious that 
the wound hardly swells., I went down 
and spent nearly two years among the 
Seminoles in the Everglades to get it, 
and then it was good luck. I was out in 
the woods one day with Knothole. The 
old fellow got bitten by a rattlesnake, 
and he started at once for his antidote. 
I followed him, for I knew what he was 
looking for. He tried to conceal the plant 
by crushing it down with his foot, but 
I picked it up and told him that was 
the thing to cure snake bites. He re- 
marked that I was too much of an In- 
dian and must stay always in the IA- 
dian camp. The plant not only cures 
snake bite, but the stings of all kinds of 
insects, and it is also said to cure rabies. 


"Well, to get back to snakes. There 


are two kinds of rattlers in Florida. 
One is the swamp rattler and the other 
tho highlander. The swamp snake has 
a larger head and a thicker body and ia 
altogether a heavier snake than his high- 
land brother. His coat, too, ia darker 
and his diamonds brighter. He IB more 
vicious and gives mighty little time for 
you to move when he sounds the alarm, 


' 'Rattlesnakes are very easy to tame. 


Let me handle them for about four days, 
and they know me and make no effort 
•whatever to bite. I don't take the fangs 
out, 
for what's tho use? In two weeks 


they grow out again big enough to kill 
you, and in six weeks are as big as they 
ever were. I have heard people say thai 
a rattlesnake gets his poison from a 
plant, but it's all nonsense. It's in them, 
lor I find those a year in captivity are 
just as deadly as when fresh from the 
woods. 


"The biggest rattlesnake I ever saw! 


caught up hero by Falatka. He was 10 
feot 11 inches long, weighed 88 pounds 
and had 50 rattles. I had him in a pit 
there in tho yard for a long tima 
A 


heavy rain came once and filled the pi1 
up with water, and he drowned. I made 
a vest out of hia skin. I'm afraid I'll 
never get another snake like that," ant 
Si sighed to think what he had lost. 
'' Si, how far does a rattlesnake strike?' 
"Some people say he strikes his 


length, and others declare that he can 
jump more than his length, but I've 
watched them closely, and I know they 
are wrong. A rattlesnake can't get far- 
ther than the length of two coils. That's 
about half his length. " 


"Where do you find most of the rat- 


tlers?" 
"Fort Qeorgo 
ls> a great place for 


them. Pablo ij imother good field, while 
all down the coast in the scrub there are 
thousands. Then in the hummocks anc 
swamps you will find plenty, and in the 
pine woods, where there are gopher 
holes. A rattlesnake likes a gopher hole. 
It's a nice snug place,and he lives ther 
with the coachwhip, tho gopher and the 
gopher snake in perfect harmony. 
'' But the great snake, the smart snake 


the snake yon can educate to perform 
tricks, is the king snake, and he's the 
king and enemy of them all, and hi 
kills all he can and eats them, too, i: 
they are not too largo. The king snake 
isn't afraid to tackle anything that 
crawls. I've seen one kill a rattlesnake 
almost twice as big as he was. The 
king snake crawls silently up to where 
tho rattler is dozing and grabs him with 
his mouth by the jaws, so that the rat 
tier can't possibly use his fangs. Then 
in the twinkling of an eye, he coils him 
self around his enemy and tightens hi 
coils and stretches them until you can 
hear the bones crack. When he leaves 
the rattler is like a jelly."—Florida 
Times-Union.

tho seven remaining disinionds, and thus
